© Corrupr and to Divine are the trite and 
wicked Expedients, by which /cme Mintflers in all Ages 
have affected to govern; but efpecially fuch as have been 
leaft capable of exerting the true Arts of Government. 
There is however a Difference to be made between thefe 
fiu9 E'xpedients to the Advantage of the /atter, and by con- 
lequence between the Characters of Thofé, who put them 
In , ractice, 
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Every bufy, ambitious Child of Fortune, who hath him. 
felf a corrupt Heart, and becomes Matter of a large Purfe, 
hath all that is neceflary to employ the Expedient of Cor- 
RUPTION with Succefs. A Bribe, in the Hand of the 
mott blundering Coxcomb, that ever difgraced Honour, Wealth 
and Power, will prevail as much as in the Hand of a Mer 
of Senje, and go farther too, if it weigh more, An intri- 
guing Chamber-Maid may flip a Bank-Note into a griping 
Paw, as well as the moit fubtle Daemon of Hell, Hc 
may govern as triumphantly by this Expedient as the great 
Knight his Brother, and the great Knight as Burleigh him- 
felf, 

But every Character cannot attempt the other Expedient 
of Dividing, or keeping up Divifions, with equal Succefs, 
There is, indeed, no occafion for any extraordinary Genius 
to divide; and true Wifdom defpifes the infamous Task. 
But there is need of that left-handed Wifdom, called Cun- 
ning, and of thofe Habits in Bufinefs, called Experience. 
He that is corrupted, co-operates with him that corrupts. 
He runs into his Arms at the firft Beckon, or, in order 
fometimes to raife the Price, he meets him but half-way, 
On the other hand, to divide or to maintain and renew 
the Divifons of Parties in a State, a Syftem of Seduétion 
and Fraud is neceflary to be carried on. T he Divided are 
fo far from being acceflory to the Guilt, that they would 
not be divided, if they were not firft deceived. 

Much hath been written by you, Mr. D’anvers, by your 
Correfpondents and others, who have drawn their Pens in 
the Caufe of Truth, Virtue and Liberty, againft the right 
rev. as well as undignified, the noble, as well as ign le 
Affertors of Corruption; enough furely to fhame thofe, who 
have not loft all Senfe of Shame, out of fo ignomunious4 
Crime ; and to make thofe, who have not loft every other 
Senfe, tremble at the Confequences of it. We may flatter 
ourfelves that thefe honeft Endeavours have had fome Ef- 
feét; and have reafon to hope that far greater will follow 
from thofe illuftrious Examples of Repulfes, which have 
been lately given to the grand Corrupter ; not withftanding 
his frequent and infolent Declarations that he could feduce 
whomfoever he had a mind to gain.

FRANCE. 









0 UR Letters from Paris advife, that Orders are given 

to15000 Menof the Frexch Troops, which are marched 
to Italy, to join fome Regiments of the King of Sardinia’s 
Troops, and to march thro’ the Territories of the Republick 
of Venice, to intercept the Troops the Emperor may fend to 
the Relief of the Milanefe. 

The Declaration which the King of France made by his 
Cabinet Secretary, Mr. Vernevil, to the Dutchefs of Lorrain, 
was in Subftance ; That in the prefent Poflure of the Affairs of 
Europe, he was under a Neceffity of feizing Nancy, and t 
other Places of Lorrain, to prevent their falling into the Poffef- 
fon of bis Enemies ; but that his Intention was not to deprive 
either her, or the Duke of their Authority in that Country, where 
that Prince might, if he thought fit, exercife all the Funétions 
of Sovereignty, as ufual. The Meaning of which probably is, 
that the Duke would come and refide there: However, as 
his Royal Highnefs is too nearly attached to the Houfe of 
Auftria not to adhere to and purfue her Intereft, it is very 
likely France may foon make that a Pretence, to add theft 
Dominions as a new Fetwel to her Crown. 




























HoLtianp and the Low-CounTRIES. 





Otwithftanding what we have formerly mentioned, ac- 
cording to the Advices we then had, the States Gene- 
ral, which continue affembled, are not yet entirely fatisfied 
with Regard to fome Expreffions in the Treaty of Neutra- 
lity with France. They infift on it, that Luxemburg is in- 
Cluded in the Term Auftrian Netherlands ; but when they 
declared this their Opinion to the French Ambaflador, he did 
hot give fo direé&t an Anfwer, in the Affirmative, as they 
Withed and expected, 

Letters from Dunkirk advice, that in the Night between 
the 23d and the 24th of O@ober, ten Ships of the French 


Squadr on, arrived there from the Sound, three of their largeft 














‘ups being failed for Dantzick to Winter there. 
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In a late Conference between Count Sinzendorff, the Em- 
seror’s Ambaflador at the Hague,‘ and the Deputies of the 
States General, that Minifter having ftrongly prefled the States 
to enter into his ‘Mafter’s Meafures, but with no great Pro- 
ipect of fucceeding, concluded with faying : That be could not 
undertake to afjure them, but that the Emperor would fooner or 
later refent their Behaviour to him: ‘This Speech had a con- 
trary Effect to what he expected. Mr. Fagel rofe up, and 
anfwered : That. the love of Peace in the Rulers of a Natio, 
was the furc? Mark of their Efteem towards the People ; that 
to engage fometimes in a neceffary War, implied likewife a Re- 

ard for the Security of the Subjeét, but that only Infants could 
be intimidated by Threats. He added among other Things; 
That he hoped the Zeal the States had fhewn in the late War 
would not-be very foen forgotten by the Emperor, and concluded 
with faying, that if, at length, they fhould be forced to take 
up Arms, it would be only to enable themfelves to procure a gud 
Peace the feoner. |

D Y Letters from Madrid we have Advice, that the 

Court of Spain has left the Caftle of St. Iidefonfo, and is 
arrived at the Palace of the F/curial, in order to refide the 
Winter there, having firft difpatched the neceflary Diretti- 
ons for the Fleet, with the Land-Forces on Board, to purfue 
the Orders, which they had before received, with all the 
Expedition imaginable ; fo that it is highly probable they at 
before this on the Coaft of Jéaly. 


Rome and ITALY. 


‘HE French being in full March to the Milane{e : 
caufed a general and inexpreffible Confternation whit 
open Country, the Inhabitants of which are retiring, Al 
carrying off their beft Effects, with all Expedition. *™ 
lriple Alliance between France, Spain, and Sardinia, 
been publifhed at Turin under Sound of Trumpets. 
The Grand Duke of Tx/cany is not a little alarme 
new Projects concerted between the Kings of Francé 0" 
and Sardinia, with Relation to Don Carle and the at q 
Italy. As the Imperialijts have but 12000 Men in the ab 
mefé, which cannot be very foon reinforced, and the Ara 
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Army which is marching thither, confifts of between’ 3o 
and 40000 Men, befides 12000 of the King of Sardinia’s 
Troops, which were to joyn them at Vercelli, it is believed 
the Imperialifts will not be able to make any great Refiftance, 
andthat the Progrefs of the French in Jtaly will be very rapid. 
Nothing lies intheir Way to Milan, but Novara, a Place of 
very little Confequence, and afterwards they will eafily over- 
run Pavia, Cremona, Tortona, and the Mantuan.. The Con- 
fternation of the Inhabitants of the Mdilanefe has been greatly 
encreafed {ince a Report has prevailed, that the Spaniards have 
landed fome Thoufands of Troops at Villa-franca : And that 
the Van-guard of the French Army is arrived at V’erced/'. 


GERMANY. 





TH E Prince of Conti mounted the Trenches before 

Fort Keh/ on the 214t of O&pber. ‘The French lott at 
the opening of the Trenches five and twenty Men, among 
whom was an Engineer, The 22d. they began to batter 
the Place from feveral Batteries, and efpecially from one on 
an Ifland in the Rhine, from whence they threw Bombs intu 
the Fort. 

The fame Day they continued their Works to the Village 
of Keb), a Suburbof the Fort. In the Night between the 
23d and the 24th, the French made Lodgments in the two 
Counter-Guards, between the advanced Lunette and the 
Demi-Baftion, on the Right of the Horn-work, The 25th 
the French made a falfe Attack, thinking to decoy the Sieged 
fo a Sally, for which they were prepared, but they were dit- 
appointed. ‘The Befieged had before: made three Sallics, 
but with what Succefs is hard to judge, fo much do the 
Accounts from different Parts vary. On the 26th, the 
French made an Attack upon the Baftions of the Fortrets, 
but the Garifon making a Sally at the fame time, repulfed 
them with Lofs, and nailed up three of their Cannon. The 
French fay, that the Befiezed have loft 1000 Men, and in 
particular 300 in one Sally. There are Letters in Town 
which fay, this Place furrendered to the French on the 28th, 
the Garifon being made Prifoners of War. 

Letters from Drefden advife, that the new-elected King 
Was to depart from thence on the 28th, That the Saxon 
l'roops, which lately entered the Frontiers of Poland, ate 


how confiderably re-inforced, and on their March to Fes 
, ut 
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but that the reft of that Prince’s Army will accompany him 


to Cracow. 

The. Lmperial Army which is now on its March from 
Piifen, in Bobema, tor the Rhine, will, it is faid,. be joined. 
by the Way, by tocoo Hanoverians, 5000 Hofians, and 
2500 of the Troops of Wolfenbuttle. 

What we mentioned in a former BEE asa Thing there was 
fome Reafon to be apprehenfive of, with Regard to the 
Dutchy of Mecklenburg, is come to pafs; the King of 
Pruffia has fent Lieutenant General Schwerin with ten Squa- 
drons of Horfe and a Regiment of Infantry, into that Dutchy, 
and it is aflured, that if the Court of Hanower thould fend 
any Re-inforcement thither, his Prujfian Majefty will like- 
wife order feveral Regiments more to advance that Way, 
Whether thefe Meafures may not kindle a new Fire in Ger- 
many, ‘Time alone muftdetermine. Mr. Deftinon, the Pruf- 
fian Minifter at Hamburgh has had Orders to declare, that

T HE Ruffian Troops have feized all the Avenues a 
the City of Warfaw, and the Caitle, and have 6"

The Poles of Dittin@ion. which are now there, are 
Bithop of Cracow, the Princes Wiefnowiski, Radzevil, “ 
mirski, and Sapiecha, M. Potulieki, and fome Others. pee 
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began on the 13th of October, to draw up the Paéfa-Con- 
yenta, which are to be prefented to the new King, and with 
which it is generally believed they will go to meet that 
Prince on the Frontiers of the Kingdom. 

The Crown-Regimentary, at the Head of the Poli 
Troops lies encamped .at Torca, about feven Leagues from 
Warfaw. The Saxon Party pretends, that the Regiment 
of Crown-Guards is come over to them, which, ’as it was 
raifed by the late King, is not improbable. We mentioned 
in our laft its being faid that not above eighty Poli/fb Gran- 
dees and Gentlemen were prefent at the Election of Augu/tus 
to the Crown of Poland, and it is now reported, that even 
fome of thefe were for chufing one of their own Body, had 
not the Rujfian General given them to underftand, he would 
fiffer none tobe proclaimed, but the Elefor ; and when fome 
would have retired from the Place of Eleétion, fent for them 
back, telling them, as they had begun, they jhould make an 
End. The Ruffian: talk of intrenching and fortifying them- 
felyes‘in and about Warfaw. General Lafci has declared to 
the Secretary of Dantzick, that if the Magiftracy of that 
City do not oblige King Staniflaus to depart their Territo- 
ries, he will befiege it withan Army of 30000 Men, and foon 
make them fenfibleof the Weight and Effect of his Bombs. 

The Accounts we have from Dantzick are very various. 
Some will have it, that King Staniflaus is upon the Point of 
executing a Projeét, which will at once remove the Alarms 
of his Subjeéts, and fpread a terrible Surprize among his Ene- 
mies; Others pretend he is privately returned to Franee. 
Some will have it, that the King of Pru/fia is about to fend 
30000 Men into Polifh-Pruffia, to take the City of Dantzrck 
under his Prote€&tion, and not only to fecure the Perfon of 
King Staniflaus, but to drive away his Enemies, if Occafion 
fhould require: And indeed, if the King of Pruffia’s perfonal 
Intereft, (abftraéted from that of the Emperor) be conii- 
dered, this does not feem at all improbable.

In our laft Extra& from this Work in our BEE N° XXX; 
we gave our Readers fome Account of the military Difeiplint - 
and the Arts and Sciences of the Perfians : We come 
to their Religion. 
We find that thei# moft ancient and univerfal 160 
was the Adoration of the Sun and Adoon; their manne” 
payihg this Worfhip was to apply the Hand to the Most 
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and then to ftretch it out towards thefe fuppofed Deities. To 
this Cuftom it is ob alludes; ch. xxxi. 26, 27, The former 
of thefe the Perfians had in moft fingular Veneration, by 
the Name of Mithras, confecrated their moft valuable Cha- 
riots and Horfes to it, and fometimes in their Sacrifices of- 
fered Oxen, They likewife adored Fire, Vater, the Winds, and 
the Earth as Deities, but more particularly the former, which 
they conftantly carried before their Princes in their Expediti- 
ons, pretending it was fent from Heaven. ‘The two principal 
Objects of their Worfhip were, however, their two Gods, 
Oromafdes, and Arimanius, to the firft of whom they thought 
themfelves beholden for all the good Things they enjoved, 
and the latter they looked upon as the Caufe of all the Evils 
and Cafualties which they were liable to. Their general 
Syftem was, that there were two Principles, one the Author 
of Good, and the other the Propagator of Evil; but with 
regard to the Nature of thefe Principles, their Opinions were 
divided. Some believed them both to have been Eternal, 
others on the contrary, fuppofed the Principle of Good, only 
to have been Eternal, and that the other was pofteriour or 
Created, They however all agreed that there was a conftant 
Oppofition between them, which would continue ’till the 
End of the World, and that then each would have its /eparate 
and particular Dominion, ‘The Care of all Religious Duties, 
and the Reculation of their feveral Ceremonies, was com- 
mitted wholly to the Magi, an Order inftituted by the firft 
Zorcafter. Their Sacrifices were at firft performed in open 
Air, and generally on fome remarkable Eminencies ; but a 
fecond Zorcafter who lived in the time of Darius, not only 
made fome Alterations in their Syftem, but taught them ta 
build and perform their Sacrifices in Temples. This Zo- 
reajter maintained, that there was one, fingle, fupream, and 
independant Principle, fuperior to the other tw, and to 
whom they were Subjeéts ; that every one would, at the 
End of the World, be obliged to render an Account of al} 
his Actions, and according as they were good or bad, would 
be ranged under the Dominion of the geod or bad PRIN- 
CIPLE, there to remain to all Eternity. ‘heir Pricfts 
were in fo high Efteem, that they were confulted upon all 
important Occafions, even in Affairs of State. In Chaldea 
there was a Seét called Sabeans, who were the firft that wor- 
fhipped Images, by which they reprefented the Planets, 
and believed a Deity refided in them, m the fame manner 
as in the Planets themfelves.

fans, adds fome Reflections on the Caufes of the Decay of 


that once fo famous Empire, and of the Corruption of their 
Manners. He reduces them principally to four, 1. Their 
extream Magnificence and Luxury, which made them ef 
feminate, and unfit for Action, as well as incapable of bearing 
with Hardfhips. 2. ‘The flavith and mean Condition to which 
the People were reduced, whereby all Sentiments of Glo- 
ry anc Honour were effaced in their Minds. 3. A Neglect 
of Education in their Princes; and, 4. A Want of Sincerity 
in their Dealings, and a Breach of Faith in their Treaties, 
All thefe Charges our Author proves upon them from Xe- 
mophon, Llercdotus, Seneca, and Others. 

Monf. Rollin finithes this /econd Volume of his Work with 
an Account of The Origin of the feveral States of Greece, He 
treats this Subject under nine Heads, viz. 


Firff, A fhort Geographical Hiftory of the Country, 


Secondly, The four Ages of the Grecian Hiftory. 

Thefe are 1. From the Foundation of the Petty King- 
doms of Greece to the Trajan War, taking in about 1000 
Years, from A. M. 1820, to 2820. ' 

2. From the taking of Tro, to the Reign of Darius 
Hivfiafpes, and comprehends 663 Years, from A. M, 2829, 
TO 3493. 

3. From that Prince’s Acceffion to the Throne, to the 
Death of Alexander the Great, containing 198 Years, from 
A. M. 3483, to 368:. 

4. From the Death of A/exander to the entire Deftruction 
of the Grecians by the Romans, being 393 Years. 


Thirdly, The Rife of the Grecians. Our Author, undet 
this Head, follows the Hiftorians and Commentators, ™ 
makes Favan or lon, the Son of ‘Faphet, Father of al] that 
People; tho’ the Jonians alone bore his Name. But the 
Hebrews, Chaldeans, and Arabians gave the Apellation tot 
whole Nation in general. Thus (fays our Author) Alexa 
is foretold, by the Prophet Daniel viii, 21, under the Naat 
of the King ‘Javan. Inthe Hebrew Text we have that W ott, 
and by the Septuagint and Vulgate it is tranflated. The Greciae 
Javan had four Sons, kiifa, Tarfis, Cheithim and Dedani™ 
and thefe became the Heads. of fo many Branches : 
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People. “The Words “Baanves and “taaag¢ are fuppofed to 
be derived from the Firft ; the Second may reafonably be 
thought to have fettled in Achaja; the Third, on the Au- 
thority of Adachab. i. 1. has been thought to be Father of 
the Avlacedonians, and our Author believes Thefaly and 
Epirus to have been the Poflefion of the Fourth. 

The Egyptian and Phenictan Colonies inftruéted and civi- 
lized the Grecians: By the Firft they had a Knowledge of 
Laws, a Vafte tor Arts and Sciences, and became initiated 
inthe Myfteries of the Pagan Religion ; and the latter in- 
ftructed them in Navigation, Trade, and Letters. 















Fourthly, A brief Account of the Eftablifhment and Dura- 
tion of the {everal States or Kingdoms of Greece.

Sixthly, That the Form of Government moft generally 
received throughout Greece was Republican ; but, as the States 
of Athens and Lacedemonia were the moft confiderable, our 
Author gives us fome Idea of the Character, Genius, Man- 
ners, and Polity of thofe People. 








Seventhly, The Life of that famous Lacedemonian Law- 
giver, Lyewrcus, taken from Plutarch, 









Eighthly, The Life of Solan of Athens, from the fame Au- 
thor, with Reflections on the Government of Sparta, and 
the Laws of Lycurgus. 





\fter fome Obfervations on the Spartan Laws, Mr. Rollin 
proceeds to treat of the Government of Athens, and gives 
in Hiftorical Account of that Republick trom S/o to the 
Reign of Darius I. 

A fter the Death of Cedrus, the Athenians would have no 
other King but Jupiter; when the Jews, about the fame 
ime, acted jult in the Reverfe, and preferred an Obe- 
cience to Aven, to the Government of God. The Athe- 
nians eltablifhed Archons, at firft, with a perpetual Authority, 
but they limited this Power in the Sequel to ten Years, and 
aiterwards to one, At length (continues our Author) havine, 
poe by Experience, and being wearied with continual 
Faétions, they were convinced, that true Liberty confilted 


in a Dependance on Fu/lice and Reafon, and that this = 
ap- 
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Happinefs could be fecured to them by no other Means, than 
by a Legiflator. The firft who was dignified with that Cha- 
racter among them was Drage, but his Inftitutions were {o 
rigid, that a Relaxation of them was abfolutely requifite, 
and this ended, by degrees, in an entire Subverfion of them, 
The former Diforders at Athens beginning a-new to break 
in upon them, they entreated Solon, 2 Man endued with 
many excellent Qualities, but particularly diftinguifhed for 
his Meeknefs, to form a Body of Laws, which he did, 
‘They were very urgent with him, to take upon him the 
Royal Dignity and Power, but his Humility was a fufficient 
Bar againit thefe Temptations. Of all Draco’s Laws he 
preferved none but thofe againft Murder. He made a pru- 
dent Regulation for all the Offices in the Republick. He 
divided them into three Claffes, according to the Valuation 
of every one’s Eftate, and added.to the Authority of the 
lreopagus. 

Solon having publifhed his Jaws, and tied the Athemans 
down, by aw Oath, to the Obfervance of them, at leatt 
for an hundred Years, he left them, and was abfent tem 
Years. He found the City, at his Return, divided into 
three Factions. One declared for Democracy, another for 
Gligarchy, and the third was for a mixt Government. Pr 
fifiratus, the Leader of the firft Faction, feized the Cajile, 
‘and was of courfe Mafter of the whole City. The other 
two joining, obliged him to quit his hold, but it was not 
long before he was recalled by Megacies, who had put him- 
felf at the Head of the third Fa@tion. He behaved him- 
felf in the Adminiftration with fo much Moderation and 
Popularity, that he left the Sovereignty in Peace to his Chil- 
dren, who enjoyed it eighteen Years. It is a Difpute oH 
Authors whether Hippias and Hipparchus reigned at one " 
the fame Time, or fucceffively. Plato feems to be of tt 
former Opinion, or elfe, that it was the latter who Ww 
invefted with the Authority alone; but Thucydides informs 
us, that the former fucceeded his Father. About the time 
that Rome expelled her Kings, Athens likewife recove 
Liberty, with the Help of the Lacedemmuans.
